ABSTRACT 

A method of chemopr eventing cancer by administering 
chemopr event ive compositions of matter in an effective amount 
of at least one composition from a specific group of alpha- 
pyrones detailed in this invention formulated into a 
physiologically acceptable carrier medium. 
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
